This  year  the  Santana  freshmen  basket¬ 
ball  team  went  undefeated  in  fourteen 
league  games.

Monte  Vista  beat  Santana  55-54 
in  an  overtime  which  seemed  to  earmark 
the  two  teams  as  the  teams  to  beat  in 
league  play. 

After  four  league  games,  Santana  and 
Monte  Vista  met  again.  This  time,  Santana 
reversed  the  earlier  loss  by  downing  the 
Monarchs  61-43.  This  left  the  Sultans  the 
only  undefeated  team  in  the  league.  The 
only  real  threat  to  that  claim  came  when 
Santana  played  Granite  Hills  in  the  next 
to  the  last  game  of  the  year.  It  took  a 
great  effort  in  the  last  closing  minutes  of 
a  second  overtime  period  before  the  Sultans 
were  able  to  squeek  out  a  56-55  decision. 
With  this  game  as  the  only  exception  Santana 
had  little  trouble  going  undefeated  in  league 
play. 

With  the  season  over,  the  players  voted 
on  the  best  defensive  player  award  and  the 
most  valuable  player  award.  These  honors 
went  to  Terry  Forster  and  Kyle  Hypes 
respectively.  The  most  improved  player 
award  went  to  Dale  Senninger. 

It  took  total  team  effort  to  gain  the 
success  of  the  season.  We  were  very 
fortunate  to  have  everyone  healthy,  and 
most  fortunate  not  to  have  lost  anyone  to 
J.V.  and  Varsity.  So  our  congratulations 
to  the  freshmen  team.
